Championship with a 
final round of 68, will 
be targeting a record 
fourth Senior Open 
crown. 

The defending 
champion is Mark 
Wiebe, who defeated 
Germany’s Bernhard 
Langer in a play-off 12 
months ago at Royal 
Birkdale following the 
Championship’s first 
Monday finish. 

Langer will be back 
again, and another 
prolific European Tour 
winner in the field is 
Miguel Angel Jimenez, 
who makes his debut 
in a senior major after 
turning 50 in January. 

The Spaniard, who 
is still hoping to be 
part of Paul 
McGinley’s European 
Ryder Cup team at 
Gleneagles in 
September, won his 
first event as a senior 
golfer on the US 
Champions Tour in 
April. It was a week 
after he finished 
fourth in the Masters 
Tournament, and 
extended his record as 
the oldest winner on 
the European Tour 
with victory in the 
Open de Espaha in 
May. 

Royal Porthcawl 
hosted the Coral 
Welsh Classic on The 
European Tour three 
times between 1980- 
1982, and the Wales 
Senior Open in 2009, 
2010 and 2013, as well 
as the 1995 Walker 
Cup, featuring Tiger 
Woods, when Great 
Britain and Ireland 
beat the USA by 14-10. 

It will host the 
Senior Open 
Championship two 
more times before 
2024, and Carwyn 
Jones, the First 


Minister of Wales, is 
looking forward to 
having some of the 
game’s most iconic 
names tackle one of 
the country’s best 
links courses. 

He said: “It gives 
me great pleasure to 
welcome players and 
spectators to The 2014 
Senior Open 
Championship 
Presented by Rolex at 
the world-renowned 
Royal Porthcawl Golf 
Club. 

“This is the first 
Senior Major 
Championship to be 
held in Wales and 
reinforces Wales’ 
reputation as a world- 
class events 
destination.”

TWO men who grew cannabis plants - a crop 
with a possible street value of up to £15,000, have 
been given suspended sentences at Cardiff 
Crown Court, writes AJ SICLUNA. 

Jonathan Hannaford (29) of Carmen Street, 
Maesteg, and Shaun Tainton (25) of Picton Street, 
Maesteg, had admitted producing cannabis and 
extracting electricity worth £682. 

Each was jailed for 40 weeks, suspended for two 
years, and ordered to carry out 150 hours unpaid work.

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ORGAN TRANSPLANTS: Don’t leave 
it too late to give the gift of fife

OU may 
have missed 
it, but earlier 
this month it was 
National Transplant 
Week, which raised 
awareness of how 
an organ transplant 
can save and 
transform a life. 

It urged people to 
consider signing up to be 
an organ donor and to 
talk to their family about 
their wishes. 

In Westminster Hall,a 
group of MPs held a 
debate on the issue of 
organ transplants as our 
contribution to the week 
of events. 

Back in 1967, Dr 
Christiaan Barnard 
carried out the first heart 
transplant: It seemed like 
something out of a 
science fiction book. 

We have moved on in 
operational capability 
and survival rates, but 
we still have a long way 
to go in increasing 
public awareness and 
support for 
transplantations. 

The UK has one of 
the lowest rates of organ 
donor registration in 
Europe, 96 per cent of 
the population support 


the principle of organ 
donation, yet only 30 per 
cent are actually 
registered. 

Our population is 
unaware of and often 
misinformed about organ 
donation, how to 
register, the process 
involved, when an organ 
may be used and how 
vital transplants are. 

Around 7,000 people 
are waiting for an organ 
transplant, three of 
whom will die each 
week while waiting for 
organs. Just one donor 
can save up to nine lives. 

Yet the myths persist 
of organs being 
harvested and people 
being allowed to die 
because surgeons wanted 
their organs. 

The reality is the 
donor must die in the 
right way, at the right 
pace and in the right 
place at the right time. 

Preferably, the donor 
will be in a high 
dependency unit; 
because death can be 
predicted, there is time 
to find the individuals 
who need to receive the 
organs, and have 
surgeons and operating 
theatres ready. 

Since April 1,309 
people have donated 


organs; an additional 
563 people have donated 
corneas; 824 people 
have received the gift of 
sight; and 804 people 
have received 
transplants. 

During the debate, we 
heard of individual cases 
awaiting transplants. A 
boy of four is one of the 
32 children needing a 
new heart. He was 
diagnosed last year with 
restrictive 

cardiomyopathy, which 
means that the lower 
chambers of his heart are 
rigid and cannot fill up 
with blood. 

We tend to forget that 
children, too, need 
transplants to enable 
them to live into 
adulthood. 

The niece of an MP 
has Cystic Fibrosis, the 
third most common 
reason for lung 
transplantation. CF 
patients have the best 
survival rate among 
those who receive lung 
transplants, with 60 per 
cent of them living for at 
least another five years 
and some for much 
longer. 

A lung transplant is 
not a cure for CF, but it 
can give the recipient 
and their family the 


priceless gift of more 
years of life. 

Generally, there are 
about 60 people with CF 
on the transplant waiting 
list. In the UK, they will 
be waiting on average 
for 412 days, while their 
condition deteriorates - 
many dependent on 
oxygen and hospitalised. 

In Austria, the 
average wait is 107 
days; in France, 110 
days; in Spain, 180 days; 
in Belgium, 194 days; 
and in Germany, 244 
days. 

Andy Eddy was a 
solicitor advised to have 
a hepatitis C injection. 
An unknown genetic 
defect meant that the 
inoculation led to the 
destruction of his liver. 

He had liver failure 
and faced a long wait on 


the transplant list, while 
his health declined. 

His life has been 
turned around following 
his transplant. He joined 
the British transplant 
games as a volunteer, 
winning one silver and 
three bronze medals, and 
is now chair of 
Transplant Sport. 

He is an example of 
how a transplant can 
take someone from 
death’s door to sporting 
success. That is how big 
the change can be and 
that is what needs to be 
understood. 

As co-chair for the All 
Party group on kidneys, 

I spoke of the reality 
faced by those in end 
stage kidney disease. 

In one sense, kidney 
patients are fortunate in 
that they can receive the 


gift of life from either a 
living or deceased donor. 

Since April this year, 
457 people have 
received kidneys from 
deceased donors and 158 
have received kidneys 
from living donors. 

Those who are still 
waiting, their families 
and friends are deeply 
worried that a donor will 
not be found in time. In 
the meantime, they face 
kidney dialysis, which is 
a lifesaving, but 
traumatic event. 

Just over 20 million 
or 32 per cent of the UK 
population are registered 
as donors but may not 
have the opportunity to 
donate. 

The UK has one of 
the highest rates of 
family refusal in the 
western world. At the 
traumatic time of losing 
a loved one, many 
family members cannot 
face giving consent and 
refuse to allow organs to 
be used. 

Three European 
countries, Belgium, 
Croatia and Norway, 
have a soft opt-out organ 
donation scheme. 

The Human 

Transplantation (Wales) 
Act 2013 comes into 
effect on December 1,

2015 and Wales will join 
this elite group. 

In Wales, 56 people 
were donors in 2012-13, 
enabling 211 organ 
transplants to take place. 
Some 200 people are 
currently on the Welsh 
waiting list. 

There is a further 
problem for those 
awaiting a transplant - 
psychological 
preparedness: We can 
understand the huge 
stress and strain on 
people waiting for an 
organ, but sometimes, 
when the day arrives, 
they cannot face going 
ahead with the 
operation. 

With only minutes in 


which to respond they 
feel terror at the change 
in their life and we 
should not underestimate 
how traumatic that can 
be. 

There is also survivor 
guilt for the person who 
died so they can live, or 
for those still on the 
waiting list - the person 
chosen to have a chance 
to live, while others 
were turned down. 

My final message to 
those of you reading this 
article is to talk to your 
family about whether 
you want to be an organ 
donor. 

Don’t leave it too late 
to give someone the gift 
of life.

NEW Flying Start centres in 
Blackmill and Sarn have been 
officially opened by Vaughan 
Gething, the Deputy Minister for 
Tackling Poverty. 

The latest of expansion of the Welsh 
Government’s Flying Start programme in 
Bridgend county borough has seen over £1 
million invested to help local families give 
their children the best possible start in life. 

The Blackmill centre on Dimbath 
Avenue has received £537,591 to provide 
facilities for 16 children in a brand new 
building, while the Sam setting, in a 
former nursery school on Heol Canola, can 
provide services for 60 children after 
receiving £652,276 of Welsh Government 
funding. 

Flying Start is the Welsh Government’s 
targeted early years programme for 
families with children under four years of 


age in some of the most disadvantaged 
areas of Wales. In addition to Blackmill 
and Sarn, Flying Start services can also be 
found across Bridgend county borough in 
areas of Cornelly, Wildmill, Brackla, Cefn 
Glas, Maesteg and Bettws, and a centre 
will also open in Lewistown by March 
2015. 

Over 1,400 children in Bridgend 
County Borough will benefit from Flying 
Start services during the next year. 

Vaughan Gething said: “Flying Start 
changes people’s lives and is one of the 
Welsh Government’s top priorities. 

“The expansion of our Flying Start 
programme is progressing well in 
Bridgend county borough. The Welsh 
Government has invested just over £2 
million in capital projects to support the 
roll out of Flying Start across the county 
borough. At the same time that the Welsh 
Government is expanding Flying Start in 


Wales it is a sad fact that hundreds of Sure 
Start centres in England have closed since 
2010 .” 

The Deputy Minister was joined on his 
visits to the new Flying Start centres by 
Coun Mel Nott, Bridgend County Borough 
Council’s Leader, Coun Gary Thomas, 
Bridgend County Borough Mayor, Coun 
Huw David, cabinet member for children 
and young people, and Janice Gregory, 
Ogmore AM. 

Coun Huw David said: “More than a 
quarter of pre-school children in the 
county borough are now able to access the 
Flying Start programme, which provides a 
range of support to help families play an 
active role in improving their children’s 
development in preparation for school.”

Y BONT NEEDS CASH - 

says local Conservative AM 


REGIONAL Conservative 
AM Suzy Davies has urged 
people throughout 

Bridgend borough to back 
Y Bont Children’s Centre, 
which needs to raise 
£50,000 this year to keep all 
its services going. 

The charity, which helps pre¬ 
school children from six months to 
four years old suffering from a 
range of disabilities, has its own 
purpose-built centre in the 
grounds of Heronsbridge School 
in Bridgend. Running this and 
providing all services costs 
£300,000 a year. 

Suzy was told by centre co¬ 
ordinator Marged Griffiths that 
there had been changes in some 
funding which had left them with 
a £50,000 shortfall. Unless this 
gap can be plugged, some services 
may have to change - or even end. 

At the moment, Y Bont has 32 
children on its books who attend 
day sessions, as well as the after 
school club and Saturday club. 

Suzy, who is a Welsh 
Conservative Regional AM for 
South Wales West, has visited the 
centre a number of times and said 
that the dedication and

commitment of the staff there was 
inspiring. 

“I have held the view for a long 
time that every area in Wales 
should have its own centre like Y 
Bont,” she said. 

“Sadly, there are very few 
organisations like Y Bont, and this 
one only exists because of the 
vision and determination of a band 


of parents and supporters back in 
the 1990s, who worked tirelessly 
to bring it about. 

“It’s bad news that the charity 
finds itself with a £50,000 drop in 
its income - a sixth of what it 
needs to keep everything going. 

“They are carrying out 
fundraising and also looking for 
new funding streams. I will be 
writing to the joint social services 
board, which is run by BCBC and 
ABMu health board, to see if there 
is any money available from them. 

“If Y Bont did not exist, then 
the taxpayer would have to step in 
and provide services to these 
children. And without the focus 
that Y Bont provides, I have my 
doubts that the quality could be 
matched so the losers will be the 
children and their families. 

“I would urge the community to 
put on some fundraising events for 
them, and I would also ask local 
organisations which give money 
to charity to put Y Bont on their 
list.”

Its wasteland habitat,

Welsh Wildlife 
Trust 

THE visitor centre for 
the trust at Parc Slip 
nature reserve, Tondu, 
is open Tuesdays to 
Sunday 10am to 
4.30pm. 

The staff and 
volunteers based in Parc 
Slip are constantly 
improving the facilities 
at the reserve. 

One of its many tasks 
has been to encourage 
the Small Blue butterfly 
(Cupido minimus), the 
IJK’s smallest butterfly, 
with a wingspan of only 
16 - 27mm. It’s a 
beautiful little butterfly, 
and can be recognised by 
the dark blue on the 
upper surface of its 
wings and dark spots on 
the silver-blue 

underwing. 

It flies from mid-May 
to August and lays its 
eggs on the plant kidney 
vetch, which provides 
food for its caterpillars. 
As is the story with much 
of our UK wildlife, the 
Small Blue has 
experienced a decline in 
both population and 
distribution over the 
whole of the UK. 

In 2012 the Wildlife 
Trust of South and West 
Wales enlisted the help of 
local school children to 
improve the habitat for 
the Small Blue at Parc 
Slip to see if it could 
boost the population on 
the reserve again. 

Kidney vetch seeds 
and planting kits were 
sent out to two local 
primary schools, 

Oldcastle and St Roberts, 
where the children 
planted the seeds and 
grew them in their 
classrooms. 

Once the seedlings 
began to emerge, the 
plants were brought to 
Parc Slip and planted out 
on the reserve. 

The kidney vetch has 
been growing steadily 
over the last two years 
and this year has 
produced a wonderful 
display of flowers. In 
June, the trust members 
were thrilled to find a 
female butterfly near the 
kidney vetch. Since 
then, numerous larvae 
have been found feeding 
on the kidney vetch and 
there have been a number 
of reports of the Small 
Blue being seen on the 
reserve by visitors.

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‘Lights out’ 
throughout 
the nation 
in memory 


TO mark the 
centenary of the 
Great War, the 
Royal British 
Legion Barry 
Branch will be 
holding a ‘Lights 
Out’ service at the 
Barry War 
Memorial 
from 9.30pm on 
Monday, August 4. 

The service, which 
will last approximately 
30 minutes, will also 
take place at cathedrals 
and battlefields across 
the world, and even the 
Blackpool Illuminations 
will be turned off to 
mark this historic event. 

Westminster Abbey 
will be leading the 
nation with a First 
World War vigil liturgy 
which will be broadcast 


live on the BBC. 

The lights going out 
service was inspired by 
a haunting remark by 
the (then) Foreign 
Secretary, Sir Edward 
Grey, who had just 
returned from telling 
parliament that war with 
Germany was 
inevitable. 

As he looked out of 
his office at Whitehall 
he saw the gas lamps 
being turned off in the 
street below, as an air 
raid precaution. He 
commented to a friend 
that: “The lamps are 
going out all over 
Europe, and we shall 
not see them lit again in 
our lifetime.” 

This was true for the 
hundreds of men and 
boys from the Vale who 
gave up their lives 
during the Great War

The first domestic violence 
protection orders are granted 


POLICE in Bridgend have successfully 
taken out their first new banning orders 
to protect the victims of domestic abuse. 

Last week, officers from Bridgend were granted 
new powers to ban a suspect from returning to their 
own home if a victim and children are believed to be 
under threat. 

Previously, it was the victim and children who had 
to leave the family home. 

The Domestic Violence Protection Order (DVPO) 
was issued on July 10 by magistrates in Bridgend 
after an application by Bridgend officers. A second 
application for DVPO was then issued by Bridgend 
magistrates on July 11. 

A police spokeswoman said: “The new process 
builds on existing police measures, providing 
immediate emergency protection for a victim, giving 
protected space for them to explore the options 
available to them and make informed decisions 
regarding their safety. 

“The notice can be authorised by an officer or 
Superintendent rank or above and the case will be 
presented before a magistrate within 48 hours of it 
being served. 

“If magistrates decide to authorise a DVPO, the 
order can last between 14 and 28 days. In 
conjunction with the issuing of a DVPO, the police 
will also refer the victim to Victim Support. Victim 


Support will then contact the victim to conduct a 
needs assessment to see what help and support they 
require. Where specific needs are identified, they 
will put them in touch with an independent domestic 
violence adviser.” 

Chief Inspector Jason James explained: 
“Sometimes domestic violence is reported to us but 
there is insufficient evidence to bring a charge, at 
least this gives the victims breathing space of up to 
28 days. 

“Sadly, in the past it was the victim and their 
children who had to move to keep them safe. 
Thankfully that may not be the case now. 

“In the past, the suspect has been released without 
any restrictions, now domestic violence protection 
notices can be authorised by a Superintendent before 
a suspect leaves custody. This can result in banning 
the suspect from the victim’s address, or the area 
around it.” 

The first DVPO was granted on July 10 against a 
46-year-old male. The order runs for 28 days and is 
a result of an alleged domestic violence incident. 

Inspector Justin Evans added: “DVPOs are an 
emergency measure to protect victims from 
immediate violence and our officers are being 
encouraged to use the new orders and notices as and 
when appropriate. This change is a powerful new 
step to help police protect victims.” 


The new Domestic Violence Protection Orders 
comes after the introduction of Clare’s Law which is 
a scheme that allows police to disclose historic 
information about violence. The DVPO is intended 
to protect families from becoming new victims of 
attack. 


‘TAKE MEASURES TO PROTECT 
YOUR OUTDOOR EQUIPMENT’ 


SOUTH Wales Police are 
advising people to take 
measures to protect their 
gardening equipment, 
tools, bikes and barbecues. 

Deborah Elward, crime 
reduction advisor for Bridgend 
and the Vale, explained: “Thieves 
will generally take the easiest 
option when considering breaking 
into a shed, outbuilding or home 
and security measures, such as 


motion-activated lighting can 
deter any would be thief. 

“However, there are other ways 
to protect your home and garden. 

“Gravel paths and drives are a 
good way of cheaply and 
unobtrusively discouraging a thief 
from entering your garden. 

“Gravel makes a loud noise 
when stepped on which carries 
well at night and may wake the 
home owners, neighbours or a 
dog. 


“Don’t leave items in your 
garden that could make the life of 
a thief any easier. For example, a 
ladder left out in your garden 
could be used to get into the upper 
floor of your home or onto the top 
of your shed. 

“Likewise, other tools and 
gardening equipment left outside 
could be used to break into your 
home. Just taking a few minutes 
to lock these items away will 
greatly increase your security.”

PORTHCAWL Male Choir 
choristers were shocked and 
saddened to learn of the 
sudden untimely passing of 
their popular president and 
former chairman, Gian Davies. 

A native of west Wales, he came 
from a farming family but, unlike his 
brother who ultimately ran the family 
farm, Gian chose teaching as his 
lifetime career. 

His chosen field was the education 
of profoundly deaf children. In the 
early days, such children were 
educated outside mainstream 
education, and Gian did much within 
the scope of his influence to bring such 
children into the educational system. 

His early career was centred in the 
north of England, where he met and 
married a girl from Wigan, Barbara, 
who was his lifelong partner until she 
sadly passed away 11 years ago. 

Gian and Barbara moved back to 
Wales in the early 1960s when 
specialist deaf education units in 
schools were being pioneered by the 
former Glamorgan education authority. 
They settled initially in Briton Eerry, 
before moving to Porthcawl in 1964. 

On the reorganisation of local 
government in 1974, Gian was 
appointed as the Mid Glamorgan 
Education Authority’s county advisor 
for the hearing impaired. 

He always took an active role in the

town’s activities. He and Barbara 
joined the Arlington Place Presbyterian 
Church, where he eventually became 
an elder. He was the treasurer of the 
town’s civic fund, and became a board 
member of the Glamorgan Holiday 
homes. 

He was also a past chairman of 
Probus and a member of the Choral 
Society. After retirement he continued 
working for a time as a part time 
inspector of special needs schools. 

His role as a founder member of 
Porthcawl Male choir was recognised 
in 2005 when the choir was celebrating 
its 25th birthday. He and four other 
founder members were granted life 
membership. 

Gian had served as chairman until 
the mid 1990s, after which he was 
appointed president, a post he held 
until his untimely and sudden death 
last Saturday (July 19). 

He is survived by his two daughters 
Heather and Joy and two 
granddaughters.

Councils 
join forces 
in bid to 
save cash 


THE Vale Council, 
BCBC and Cardiff 
Council intend to 
cut costs by 
running a joint 
regulatory service 
covering trading 
standards, 
environmental 
health and 

licensing. 

A business case has 
been prepared by 
consultants WS Atkins, 
with a plan on how the 
new service will be 
structured, and a period 
of consultation with 
staff, trade unions and 
councillors is now 
underway. 

Any final decision 
will be made by the 
cabinet and the full 
council of each of the 
three local authorities. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) chief executive 
Darren Mepham, who 
has taken on the role of

project sponsor, said: “In 
the times of austerity, it’s 
clear that all local 
authorities need to adapt 
to change to provide 
good quality services at 
a lower cost. 

“It is an exciting 
opportunity to work with 
other councils to deliver 
these services, given the 
financial pressures that 
we all face. 

“This is one of a 
number of collaborative 
projects which will be 
taken forward as local 
authorities adapt to 
change in the current 
challenging economic 
and social climate”. 

The business case that 
has been put before the 
councils says that 
savings of £1.38 million 
could be made, spread 
across the three councils. 

At present, they spend 
a total of £9.82 million. 


Cardiff spends the most 
(£5.53 million) while 
Bridgend spends £2.25 
million. The Vale 
Council spends £2.03 
million. 

However, the report 
also says that a new IT 
system will be needed. 

The Vale has been 
singled out as the likely 
base for the operation. 
Although Bridgend 
could offer the lowest 
running costs, the 
expense incurred by 
asking staff to relocate 
appears to be lowest in 
the Vale. 

There will, says the 
report, still be satellite 
offices in each of the 
three councils so that the 
public can meet officers 
face to face. 

If there is agreement 
about the new scheme, a 
chief officer will be 
appointed in September 

2014, and staff will start 
transferring in April 

2015.

Apes sequel one of the 
best films of the year! 


WHEN it was 
announced that the 
Planet of the Apes 
franchise was being 
revived with Rise of 
the Planet of the 
Apes in 2011, the 
auspices weren’t 
great, Tim Burton’s 
much-pilloried 2001 
‘re-imagining’ 
leaving a sour taste. 

The 2011 film, 
however, went on to 
achieve both critical and 
commercial acclaim, 
leaving audiences 
hungry to pick up the 
rise of Caesar and the 
simian community. 

With Matt Reeves 
(Cloverfield) taking over 
directorial duties from 
Rupert Wyatt, Dawn of 
the Planet of the Apes 
finds us 10 years on 
after events of the first 
film, with Caesar (Andy 
Serkis) leading the apes 
in a community of their 
own, while humanity has 
been struck down by a 
fatal flu. 

When a group of 
survivors, led by 
Malcolm (Jason Clarke), 
attempt to broker peace 
with the apes to live in 
harmony, it sets in chain 
events that could be 
deadly for both sides... 

The use of motion 
capture has risen and 
improved since its 
inception, with Rise of 
the Planet of the Apes 
benefiting from this 
early work, and also the 
skill of Andy Serkis and 
his ability to convey 
performance through this 
new technological 
technique. 

The art has been taken 
onto a whole new level 
with Dawn of the Planet 
of the Apes, but aside 
from the technological 
achievements on show, 
the film delivers the 
most intelligent 
blockbuster of the 
summer season, 
weighted with a 
narrative that wholly 
engages and transcends 
what could have been a 
gimmick-driven follow¬ 
up to a thoughtful film. 

In fact, it improves 
upon the building blocks 
set up by its progenitor. 

The marvelling at 
how incredibly rendered 
the apes are cannot be 
discounted, but it counts 
for nothing if the 
performances do not 
convince, and there are 
some astounding turns 
on show, the story being 
driven by the apes’ 
relationship with each 
other, as much as that of 
their relationship with 
humans. 

Andy Serkis has 
become the figurehead 
of this wave of motion- 
capture performance, but 
his performance as 
Caesar is simply 
incredible; you begin to 
forget just how much 
effort and work has gone 
into making the 
character visually 
impressive, but behind 
the computer effects lies 
a performance of noble 
power. 

Caesar is aptly named 
as he faces threats both 
from the outside world 
and from the 
gorgeously-realised 
woodland community 


the apes have called 
home, and Serkis offers 
a turn of wonderful 
subtlety, conveying 
emotion simply with a 
hand gesture or a facial 
tic. 

While the Oscar 
academy refuse to 
acknowledge this as an 
acting performance 
(what exactly it is 
otherwise is hard to 
fathom), you won’t find 
many better this year. 

Toby Kebbel, as 
Caesar’s right-hand ape 
Koba, is just as 
impressive, and it’s a 
strength of both the 
performance, and the 
writing, that while a 
darker character, he 
never explicity plays the 
villain of the piece, his 
behaviour wrong, but 
justified. 

The relationship 
between the two is 
almost Shakespearean, 
and anchors the story, 
the moral arguments the 
jumping off point. 

The human cast feel a 
touch underdone by 
comparison but a good 
turn from Jason Clarke 
(a vastly under-rated 
actor) is the pick of the 
bunch, with the rest 
solid but underwritten. 

The script’s decision 
to put intelligence and

spectacle together 
benefits the film greatly, 
the story carrying punch 
and avoiding clearly 
delineated ‘heroes’ and 
‘villains’; there are those 
on both sides of the 
human/ape divide. 

Matt Reeves’ 
direction is perhaps the 
most surprisingly 
pleasing aspect of the 
film; each shot is 
wonderfully constructed, 
while the action 
moments not only are 
incredibly realised, 
given the effort 
involved, but also pack a 
punch. 

An ape attack 
two/thirds of the way 
through the film is 
stunningly shot, so good 
that the actual climax 


itself feels a little 
cliched, but Reeves’ 
stock should no doubt 
rise after such an 
impressive display. 

While there are some 
story moments that feel 
a little too predictable, 
you’ll be hard-pressed to 
exit another film this 
year so impressed by its 
technological 
achievement. That it’s 
married to strong 
performances and 
wonderful direction 
makes Dawn of the 
Planet of the Apes one 
of the strongest films of 
the year so far. 

VERDICT - There’s 
no monkeying around 
here - while you can’t 
help but be blown away 
by the effect work on 
display. Dawn of the 
Planet of the Apes 
thrives on executing the 
fundamentals of 
storytelling, delivering 
an epic and emotional 
new chapter to the 
franchise. Andy Serkis’ 
performance will draw 
deserved praise, but with 
Matt Reeves’ directorial 
scope, this is a 
tremendous film. Highly 
recommended.
